The Habeas Corpus Restored.

i n correspondent of the
Nc?. lent:.u‘:;f Thu the President has
ordered that a writ of habeas corgus be grant-
od in the case in which it was refused by Judge
Underwood, a few days ago. The Atturney
General has also instructed Judge Underwood
that the writ of habeas corpus is now restored

and in full force, not onif in Virginia, but in
all the other States, and is to be granted in all

cnsen exactely as before the war. Judge
m-nd is also informed in the same com-
munieation, that martial law exists no longer
in any of the Southern States, and that the
aivil sourts are 1o discharge their functions as
before the war.

If this statement be true, and it is corrobo-
rated by the paragraph below taken from Mr.
Seward's semi-official organ, the New York
Times, then the quostion is settled. That pa-
”:'l.:rmly necessary to add, that wher-
ever the rebellion is declared to have censed,
there the writ of habeas corpus is no longer
suspended ; and wherever the civil law has re-
sussed its authority, the military power will not
be exrercised, excepl to aid the civil authori-
tios in executing their decrees; end for the
latter purpose only is the military arm retained
in l.lu%luu. lately in rebellion "

For the Curolina Spartan.
Captain A. B. Briant,

This brave officer fell a victini to the cold
hand of death on the 25tk day of Maveh, 1804,
and we propose to chironicle n few fucts in ref-
erence to Lis eharacter as a citizen nud soldier
He was born on the 10th of Augusi, 1839, und
enlisted into the service of his country on the
21st of Nuvember, 1861, As n citizen, he was
sarpassed by none. Ile ever had a sweet
smile on Lis counteuance, aud was luved by all
who knew him He was a devoted niember of
the Baptist Church, where he held an hoaor-
able position, and highly estcemed by that
body. He was the oldest of five brothers who
took an active part in the memorable struggle,
and only three survive to tell the lamentable
story. Captain DBriant was a member ot Co
B, Heolcombe Legion, who won for itself un-
fading glory on so many bloody fields. Capt
Briant was with his Company in nearly every
engagement that it took part.  First on Edisto
Island, 8. C., then through the swamps of the
Chicahominy and Rapidan and Jack<ou, Miss
and atthe memorable Manassas. Here Captain
Briant received a severe wound in his shoulder,
which came near Lilling him. When he feil,
the loud lamentation went up ‘our Captain is
killed,"” to which he coolly repiied, *I am not
killed boys but go on, go on, mnever give up
your ground —remember you are Suuth Caro-
linians,” When the stiong columns of the in-
vading enemy began to waver and to cave be
fore the brave hearts, Capiuin Driant drew
himsclf up by a small tree 1o see the last of a
hard but victorious sivuggle, and ut the same
time the Drass BDand set up u terrible tune,
oalled Dixie and at that time the tears strenm-
ed down the cheeks of Captain Briant, and he
said, “‘this is a glorious day for our Country,”
and then he returned home until he got nble

Company in all its perile, and was ever kind,
social, and lenient, till the 26th of Mareh, 1865,
on Baturday morning, as the sun was rising
on the forts and works around Petersburg, Va.,

**Hither'o there has been but little interest
taken in Celtic history. Late events, however,
have excited m certain degree of curiosity
about o very remote period of the Celtic histo
ry of the sister island. Who are the Fenians ?
ins been in _nlmost every mouth. Who the
Fenians ars, it is not easy to define: who the
Feniuns iere, noy Irish scholar can easily ex-
plain. They were a number of tribes of men
kept as a standing army, or military caste,
solely for purposes of war in Celtic [reland,
about & couple of centuries before the gonver-
sion of that country to Clristianity.

**There have been many deriv.tions given
for tne name of Fana, from which the English
form, Fenians, is easily deduced ; but the only
oce which seems Lo us o be woithy 8 moment s
consideration is that which derives the pam»
Fiaua from Fioun, or Finn, the name of their
most celebrated chieftain, The word Fiana,
and the English Fenian from its genitive,
means neither more nor less than **Finn's men,"
cr the ‘‘people of Finn.” This Kion is the
same whom Macpherson has dubbed Fingal,
und whow the medern Irish call Finn Mae
Cocl.  In ancient writings he is styled Finn
Muae Cumbaill, after his futher, Cumhall.

“Fiun was the ebiof of the Fenians in the
reign of Cormme the Great.  He secms to have
breught the organization to its grealest per
feetivn, aud he was able by his commandi.g
talents, at least, to smother up the elements ot
discord during his.lite. The legends still ex-
isting about the Fenwus and their great chiet
awre numberless. 1iis said that in times of
peace there were three battalions of them,
which could be increased to seven when the
necessities of war required, each battalivn
numbering three thousand wmen.  Keating says
that before a mwan was enrolled, he had tv sub-
scribe to sevsral aricles, curivus euvugh in il
conscience :  *“The first, that when he was
disposed to marry, he should not follow the
mercenary cusiom of Insstuing upuu n puoition
with a wile, bul, without rvegard tu her tor-
tune, he should ehvose a woman for her virtue.
her courtesy, aud good manners; * =« &
the thard, that he would be churituble aud re-
lieve the poor who desired mest and drink, as
tar as his abili‘tes would pevmit; the fourth,
that be would not turn bis bk or reluse 1o
fight with nine men of any other nation that
set upou him, and offered to ght with bim.

The London Times has the following from a
Paris correspondent:
P'rinec Napolcon has lefi Paris for Lialy, af-
ter haviog several inlerviews with the Emnper-
er. lItis whispered that he is entrusted with
a mission or a messuge to Victor Emavuel,
which could not well be coufided tn any jufe-
rior personage ; and that it has referenee (o
the state of affairs between Prussia and Aus-
trin, [ fiad that persons, who up to the pre-
sent moment have refused 10 believe that any-
thing serious, thnt is, anything that is likely
to disturh the peace of Europe, would comne of
the quarrel between the two great Powers, sre
uow far less incredulous.
Their views of the future are gloomy enough
They think that a conliict between Austiria and
Prussia is all but eeitmin. Should war break
out, laly, whose oppor-unity is Austria's ditli-
culty, woulld muake a bold push for Venetis,
but would bardly do se without the enunten-
ance aod concurrence of France. FPrince Na-
pelenn goes then, to lialy for the purpoese of
commuuicating to bis faiher-in-aw the views
of his cousin on wll these matters. Prince
